of Hundreds. 


AN AWFUL ACC!DENT*AT CHICAGO. 


Otto and Hevman Bert*, Becoming Con- 


fmi-d on a Kailnay Track Are Struck 
ami Instantly Killed by a 
Kapidly 


Muring Train—The Head of One of 
the Boj< Completely Severed from the 
Body—Oilier Distressing Accident!. 


CHICAGO, June 1C.—Two boys, aged 12 


and 15 years, respectively, were instantly 
killed Sunday afternoon by an Illinois 
Central suburban train on tbe lake front, 
near the foot of Harrison street. They 
were Otto and Herman Berta, sons of 
Martin Berta, a blacksmith at 195 West 
Harrison street. They had been playing 
on the grass in the park during the after- 
noon and started for the pier to see the 
men fish. When they reached the track 
they saw an in-bound Illinois Central 
train approaching, aud both hesitated as 
to vthethir they should turn back or con- 
tinue their way. The longer they waited 
the more undecided they became as to 
which course to pursue. One pulled one 
way and the other objected and tried to 
persuaile his brother to do his bidding. 
The engineer saw the boys, and, accord- 
ing to au eje-witness, blew the whistle. 
Thi«. instead of warning the boys, only 
added to their fright, and they became 
tpell-bouud with fear and unable to move. 


Wltnensed by Hundreds. 


The train struck and killed them in- 


btantly. Herman was thrown several feet 
and left at the side of the track. Otto's 
bead v,ns cut from his body by the wheels 
of the engine and the bleeding and man- 
gled trunk carried uniler the locomotive 
until the 
t ruin was stopped, nearly WO 


feet from v> here the accident occurred. 
The. paik w;is filled with visitors and 
hundred- of people were eye-witnesses to 
the awful tn -eily. A man who was stand- 
lug on the trucks picked up the trunkless 
head of Otto and wrapped it in paper. 
From the f on-head to the base of the head 
was a cm thimigh which the brains were 
oo/.itig. The bodies were taken to Klaner's 
underlining rooms. 


Tuo sides of the Story. 


This account is the mean of the two ex- 


tremes ghen b> thn-e who witnessed the 
affair. 
There-«ere those who claim that 


the train w,is running twenty miles aa 
hour aud r.iiiile no attempt to stop before 
the boys were struck: nor did the engineer 
blow the whistle. The rate o£ speed the 
train was running may be estimated by 
the distance it run before it stopped, which 
was nearly two blocks. When Officer 
Thomas Mulcahy jumped on the locomo- 
tive the engineer, William Leach, was in- 
clined to be surly, and it was only after 
lunch questioning that he would answer 
the ofliciT. lie claimed that he blew the 
•whistle ;is soon as he saw the boys, and 
when they made no effort to get off the 
track he slowed down the engine. The 
conductor's name is Ream. Neither was 
arrested. 


Tlie Father of the Boys. 


Martin Berta, the father of the boys, 


was at t!u u:uV-ri:iking room-, shortly 
after the bodies arrived. He was broken 
down with grief. He had just left home 
to find lii~ boys, who had been away 
fince eiulv in the day. He was taken to 
the rough coffins containing the bodies, 
aud after taking a look at the headless 
remains of the youngest left for home to 
break the sad news to the mother, who 
wa» yet in ignorance of the fate of her 
boys. 


TERRIFIC STORM IN KENTUCKY. 


Two Pernoin Killed by Lightning and 


T«(i Badly Ilurt. 


PAI:I». Ky , June 10.—A terrific light- 


ning anil thunder storm passed over the 
northern part of this county about 4 
o'clock in the alwrnoon. Two members 
of a fishing party were killed and two 
others uudly injured. 
They were fishing 


at the pond of Harry Bedford, five miles 
from this city, when the storm came up, 
and took shelter under a couple of cattle 
troughs. After remaining there awhile 
they started for home, and as they came 
from under shelter lightnmg struck the 
troughs aud Joseph Speads, aged 18 years, 
and 'Ki-h Wilson, colored, aged 15 years, 
•were killed. Blanton Speaks wns badly 
burned about the face and one of his eyes 
was forced from its socket and hung down 
ou bis cheek. Kdward Kennedy was also 
stunned and dazed and knew nothing for 
Beveral hours, although able to walk home, 
a distance of two miles. 


Thought They M ere All Dead. 


When he arrived he was asked about the 


other buys, but was unable to talk or give 
any account of them. After awhile Blan- 
ton Speaks was seen coming, and he was 
so disfigured that his family supposed he 
had been in a fight. AH he could say was: 
"The 
trough," meaning the other boys 


could 1* found in the trough. He has 
since been unconscious and will probably 
die. 
A searching party was sent out 


about 10 o'clock and the two boys were 
found where he indicated. Next morning 
Kennedy was able to talk. He said he re- 
membered putting the three boys in the 
trough, believing them all to be dead, as 
they were as limp as rags. 


MANY PEOPLE INJURED. 


Collapse of a loaded Bridge In a Cleve- 


land, Ohio, Park. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 16.—There was 


a serious accident Sunday evening at Bey- 
erle's park, a summer resort in the south- 
ern part of the city. At least 5,000 people 
bad assembled to see a man jump from 
a cable stretched across a miniature arti- 
ficial lake. People stood all around the 
lake and a hundred or more were on a 
rustic foot-bridge about ten feet above 
the ground and extending from a bluff 
out across the lake. The jumper made 
the descent at about 6:30 o'clock. 
He 


struck the water near the shore, and the 
people on the bridge made a rush for the 
place. Nearly all of them were massed on 
a thirty-five-foot span adjoining the bluff. 
The structure fell with a crash, going 
down in the middle. The foot path* un- 
der the bridge were crowded with ppople, 
and upon these the timbers fell, while 
those on the bridge were thrown in a heap 
in tbe center of the span where it struck 
the ground. At least twenty-five persons 
were injured more or less seriously, but 
only eight were hurt «o badly that they 
had to go to a hospital.

at the morguu, and Dr. Andrew Hoenes 
lies in a cell at the Central police station, 
awaiting the verdict of the coroner's jury. 
The irirl was it daughter of well-to-do peo- 
ple ifv ing at 151'J Cherry street. She left 
home at 8:30 p. m. Saturday for the avowed 
purpose of visiting f i iends. At 3 3D o'clock 
Sunday morning Dr. Hoenes reported to the 
officer on that beat that the dead body 
of the girl was at his office, 13J3 Fond 
duLac avenue. 


A Flat Contradiction. 


His story is that the girl, whom he 


claims not to have previously known, 
came to his office at 10 o'clock at night, 
fell in a lauit and died within ten minutes. 
The girl's parents say that she had long 
known tin- doctor and was employed by 
him in the sale of medicines until two 
mouths a^o. 


The Senate Amendment to the House 


Amendment to tho Bill I>oen Not Kc- 
peal the Intcr-Stuto Commerce I/aw 
Prohibiting Pooling—A Communication 
from the President Concerning Tlmhler 
Destruction on Public Lands. 
WASHINGTON CITY, June 16.—The sen- 


ate non-concurred in the house amend- 
ment to the bill to establish the customs 
collection district of Puget sound Monday 
and a conference was asked. A message 
from the house was presented, asking 
further conference on the anti-trust bill, 
and assented to. Edmunds said in this 
connection that it had been stated, and it 
seemed to him to have been believed in cer- 
tain quarters, that the senate amendment 
to the house amendment to this bill had 
the effect to repeal, or modify a provision 
of the inter-state commerce law prohibit- 
ing pooling. The amendment had no such 
effect whatever. He thought it due to the 
house and to the senate to say that. Re- 
ferring to remarks made in the house. 
Edmunds said he had seen it stated in » 
newspaper (that was the only wayhe could 
properly allude to it) that the senate 
amendment had been got through the sen- 
ate by the influence of railroads and cor- 
porations; that the senate was subject to 
that sort of influence; and that not much 
else could bo expected from the senate ili 
that behalf. 


Tho Work of tue Senate. 


He assorted in contradiction of this 


statement that all important legislation 
for the last ten years affecting great cor- 
porations, had been in the outset the work 
of the senate, notably the bill to compel 
the Pacific railroads to obey the laws 
and the intor-state commerce law. The 
only force which he had known to be ex- 
erted (and he had knowledge of it) had 
been a somewhat persistant and power- 
ful effort on the part of railroads and 
other corporations through well-known 
agents and influences (well known to him) 
to induce simple-minded people some- 
where—he would not say where—to de- 
feat the senate amendment and to mis- 
lead people into opposition to it by be- 
traying them into the false notion that 
they were defending the people in defeat- 
ing an amendment which the railroads 
did not want. 
The deficiency appropriation bill for 


pensions and census was reported and 
passed. 


In the House. 


The house agreed to conference reports 


on the hill for a public building at Beaver 
Falls, Pa., fixing the limit of cost at $50,- 
000, and on the bill for a public building 
at Salina, Kan., with the limit of cost at 
875,000. The house then went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the sundry civil 
appropriation bill.

A Cummmiioatlon to Congress Regarding 


Its Destruction. 


WASHINGTON- CriY, June 10.—The pres- 


ident sent to cougress a brief communica- 
tion from tho secretary of the interior 
concerning the destruction of timber on 
the public lauds by tires carelessly kindled 
or left burning. The president states that 
if proper penalties were imposed by a law 
and a 
tew convictions secured, much 


waste of the forests would be prevented. 
With the communication of the secretary, 
which is merely a letter of transmlttal, is 
inc osed a bill providing "for the protec- 
tion of trees and other growth in the pub- 
lic demain from destruction by fire." It 
makes it a misdemeanor for a person to 
maliciously or negligently set fire to woods 
or prairies on the public lands, and per- 
sons convicted are to bo fined a sum uot 
more than three times the value of the 
growth destroyed, or imprisoned for more 
than throe years, or both. One-half the 
fine is to go to the informer, and the other 
half to the public school fund of the 
county in which the destroyed growth 
was situated. 


Tho River and Harbor BI1L 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 10.—With the 


exception of the proposed appropriation 
for Hay Lake channel and tho Sault Ste. 
Marie canal, the rher and harbor bill has 
been completed by the senate committee 
on commerce. The committee will prob- 
ably add Sl.OOO.OOO for the Hay lake and 
Sault Ste. Marie improvement This will 
bring the increases made by the senate 
committee on the house bill up to about

The dy- 
ing man was informed of the lynching 
party, and sont word 83 his dying request 
that the law be allowed to take its 
course.

are still clamoring for West's Wood, 
and West has made a statement in which 
he confessed that he murdered Cramm, 
and said that the pistol was giv« him by 
one William Hensly, of Sedalia, and was 
handed through the south window of the 
jail.

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Juno 16.—Mrs. Adam 


Wuchter, of South Whitehall, five miles 
from here, has taken practically no nour- 
ishment for six months aud has not tasted 
a drop of water since Good Friday, April 
4, seventy-one days ago. Her case is puz- 
zling the local physicians here beyond 
measure and has attracted wide curiosity 
among the medical fraternity. 
She is 


barely alive. Sixteen months ago she was 
taken ill of a mysterious disorder. Physi- 
cians are at a loss what to make of the 
strange malady. 


She Takes No Medltlne*. 


Bight months ago they ceased adminis- 


tering medicines, though they hoVe con- 
tinued their visits regularly on account of 
the extraordinary features of the case. ! 
Since then the poor woman has only oc- 
casionally been able to take a toaspoonful 
of liquid nourishment and no solid food 
whatever. Mrs. Wuchter suffers pain in 
her head almost constantly and is subject 
to frequent violent spasms. She is 88 
years of age. 


AN UNPROVOKED MURDER. 


A Texas Cowboy Shot Down by • Negro

Collins, the 18-year-old son of Rev. James

lins was a cowboy, and came into the city 
with another cowboy named Dobbs. After 
spending several hours in seeing the sights 
the two young men started for their 
ranch. 
According to Dobbs' dtory they 


were riding quietly through the street 
when Collins' borne became frightened, 
and started to run, when without warn- 
ing, Stevens, who was standing on the 
sidewalk fired two shots at Collins, one of 
the bullets passing through his heart and 
causing instant death. 
Stevens claims 


that Collins fired the first shot bat no pis- 
tol was found on either cowboy when 
searched. Boys and cattlemen of the sur- 
rounding country are much excited over 
the killing, and threats of lynching are 
heard ou all sides.

The full Victoria fleet will 
enter the sea. 


To Cruise to Behrlng fern. 


Her-majesty's ship Amphion, which ran 


on a rock while conveying Lord Stanley 
from Victoria to Vancouver some months 
ago, will leave Esquimau^ dry dock in a 
f6w days, and there is a settled conviction 
among sealing men and others Interested 
that she has orders from the imperial gov- 
ernment to cruise In Behring sea.
